We were recently invited by Mr. Lee Stevens to examine the drawings 
of an immense number of furn fitted according to his system in va- 
rious parts of the country, as vpll as personally to inspect as many as we 
should select and have time to jee in actual operation in London, and on 


Tuesday last we availed oursels of the opportunity. In the following 
results our readers will, conseqently, have placed before them, not the 
statements of any interested patty, but the absolute evidence of a gentle- 
man connected with the Mining Journal, and specially employed for the 
of reporting what he say, upon the uninfluenced and unimpeach- 
able evidence of his own senses 
The inventor’s contrivances jo prevent a continual discharge of dense 
black smoke, and to reduce the enission of what may very justly be called, 
by comparison, a thin brownish fluid, to periods varying from 10 seconds 
to 30 seconds, when the fire is acasionally fed, are protected by consecu- 
tive patents, so as to modify his system to every conceivable variety of 
purposes 5 the invariable principle being the admission of a current of air 
into the fire-place, at the inner extremety of the bars and between his ca- 
lorie plates and the front of the bridge; which current of air passing up- 
wards from the ash-pit becomes heated in its progress by the direct action 
of the fire itself, and by the inyense heat radiated from the surrounding 
arts. The oxygen so supplied attains by its natural expansion a greater 
afinity for the carburetted hyjirogen and carbonic odie gases that are 
given off by the coals; whence more perfect combustion ensues. For the 
carbon and carbonic gases that under other circumstances are wastefully 
allowed to escape in the form of a volume of opaque smoke, for want of a 
proper mixture of oxygen, are thus provided with the latter in sufficient 
quantity, heated to a temperature nearer approaching their own, so that 
4 more perfect union and ignition is produced ; and the result is visible, 
in the furnace itself, in along, clear, and bright flame, which extends far 
into the flues, and applies itself to the heating surfaces of the boiler over 
aproportionably greater area, This we say without the least desire to 
provoke discussion among our correspondents upon the respective value 
of the cold and hot-air systems, and certainly disclaiming any intention 
to take part in such a controversy ourselves, As public journalists, it is 
our duty to record the practical success of useful inventions ; whilst just 
now smoke prevention, or smoke consumption, is one of the most promi- 
nent desiderata of theday. Itis, in consequence, enough for us that what 
Mr, Lee Stevens calls his hot-air system (whether he be right or wrong 
in so denominating it) very effectually performs the object for which it 
was designed ; since it has certainly A mee evident to us, that propor- 
tionably with the demand for oxygen in his furnace, occasioned by the 
greater fierceness of combustion going on, is the additional supply pro- 
vided; the increased ignition, as well as the more intense heat of the parts 
through which the air rises above the burning fuel, stimulating the velo- 
city of its ascent, and so yielding up oxygen, in the required quantity, by 
anatural action that renders useless any moveable parts or artificial re- 
gulation, Our choice of furnaces for inspection was guided by our wish 
to see the invention at work under circumstances as variable as possible ; 
which we think the following notes will very fairly prove. 

The first establishment we visited was the office of the Times, which 
combines a system of discipline and regularity in its business details, and 
ingenuity and power in its printing machinery, unequalled perhaps in the 
civilised world. It is not our province here to enter into details of the 
machinery or other departments ; it will suffice to say, that while the ver- 
tical cylinders are rattling away with lightning speed, and throwing off 
complete copies of the leviathan journal at the rate of 200 per minute, 
there is an entire absence of all hurry or confusion; the all-powerful 
steam-engine appears to impart its own regularity of motion to everything 
vithin its influence, while every department, even to the furnace-pit, is 
remarkable for order, regularity, oak cleanliness. Mr. Stevens's inven- 
tion was applied to the two furnaces here about four months since, and has 
given the most complete satisfaction, On our arrival, the engineer was 
jarning Welsh coal, and had closed the hot-air apertures in the ash-pit 
with ashes; consequently a semi-opaque smoke was issuing from the 
chimney. At our request he fed in four shovelsfull of bituminous coal, 
and cleared the apertures; a light smoke appeared, which lasted 25 seconds ; 
after which no visible vapour escaped during our stay. We next pro- 
weded to Messrs. P, and J. Margetson’s, New Weston-street; and Mr. 
W. R. Shaw's, Wyld’s-rents, Bermondsey, both leather manufactories, 
where the fuel consumed is two-thirds of spent tan, and one-third small 
wal, or slack ; this is a compound which in ordinary furnaces gives out 
most unsightly vapours, and impregnates the air with noisome odours ; 
but in these cases the combustion appeared perfect, the smoke disappeared 
inabout 20 seconds after firing, and we were informed that not the aleghtost 
trouble was experienced in working, while a great saving of fuel was ef- 
fected, At Messrs, Keens and Welsh’s mustard and blue mills, Trinity- 
lane, where two patent furnaces have been in operation above 12 months, 
the suecess is most unequivocal, the smoke on firing just puffing out, and 
disappearing almost simultaneously with shutting the furnace door. We 
next proceeded to Mr. Le Liévre, silk dyer, in the ‘Mile End-road, who has 
two furnaces fitted with Stevens’s patent, the fuel employed being re- 
fuse dye woods and coal. On firing, the smoke emitted lasted 30 seconds; 
and he has some idea of discontinuing the use of the spent dye wood, as 
the result of the patent furnaces is so extremely satisfactory with coal 
ilone, About 14 dye vats are kept at boiling heat by the waste steam 
passing through them in pipes from these two furnaces, On arriving at 
Messrs, Charrington, Head, and Co.’s, we found one of Stevens’s patent 
furnaces, and one of common construction, communicating with the same 

timney-shaft, In the latter, Welsh coal was employed, and a continuous 
semi-opaque smoke was the result. Bituminous coal was employed in 
the former; on opening the door, and feeding in four shovels of coal, 
the smoke thickened, but in 20 seconds was reduced in consistence to that

MINERAL WEALTH OF DERBYSHIRE. 

Srz,—The recent remarks which have appeared in your Journal relative 
to the mineral field of the High Peak of Derbyshire, would lead the public 
to infer that veins exist in it of great richness, andthat they have hitherto 
not had the attention of capitalists. There is, perhaps, few districts more 
remarkable for number and groups of veins, or forthe great amount of 
open work made upon them, as well as complete explorations by shallow 
and deep adit levels; hence,in almost every band of metalliferous strata 
further prosecution requires the aid of steam or hydraulic machinery. 

Some years ago these circumstances were noticed by one of our eminent 
mining engineers, who took means for prosecuting old mines in the most 
promising districts, fully expecting from the labour expended by the 
ancient miners, and the oral traditions in currency, that great and profit- 
able results would be realised. After raising large sums of money for 
this purpose, and executing preparatory works, it was found that the lodes 
were only ingly productive, and so subject to sudden changes as to 
afford little more than fair prospects. 

Most of the smaller veins abound in faces or patches of ore, yielding, 
perhaps, a few tons, whilst in the larger ones it is so interspersed through- 
out the mass as to be tedious and expensive in the dressing operation, and 
gives very inferior results. It is the occurrence of these patches of ore, 
and the number of veins, that excite the imagination of the local miner, 
and seduces the judgment of the stranger, who, without obtaining real in- 
formation of the past produce, may be led to invest his money, and, after 
years of attention and hope, find no forthcoming result of especial value 
to reward him. If the information transmitted from the old miners be | 
respected, the veins must have been richest at the surface, decreasing in 
yield downward, which would seem to be borne out by the decline in the 
annual produce. 

That these remarks may be somewhat confirmed, the absence of standard 
mines yielding regular profits may be instanced, as well as that of indivi- 
dual fortunes derived from them, or the conferzing of wealth upon any 
number of the miners. These men are extremely poor, and in order to 
subsist are mostly under the necessity of uniting ing with mining, or 
some other ready occupation. 

The mineral laws of Derbyshire are so peculiar, and liable to arbitary 
construction by feudalistic miners, as to be extremely obnoxious and dan- 
— to a proprietor, if much success is met with; and, therefore, no in- 

ucement can be said to exist to invite and repay large associations for 
the expenditure of capital. 

The discovery of gold which is said to be made in the neighbourhood 
of Haddon should be regarded with caution, however analogically the 
toadstone may be represented with granite and other igneous rocks, for 
there is reason to believe that certain promoters are intent on subserving 
their ends by misleading the public mind. This and every other branch 
of mining has suffered from gross misrepresentation—facts have been dis- 
regarded, and “‘ the poet’s eye in a fine frenzy rolling,” or creatures of cun- 
ning imagination, have invented specious fables, that have only injured 
and arrested the progress and success of scientific development. D.

LIGHTING COAL MINES BY GAS. 

Srx,—Though deeply interested in the various suggestions lately made 
in your influential Journal on the subject of lighting coal mines by means 
of gas, I have refrained from writing you on the matter, as none of them 
seemed of a character to lead to any practical result, Mr. Piesse’s recom- 
mendation as it first appeared seemed only a crude suggestion; and as he 
now presents it does not meet the necessities of the case. The plan of a 
“Practical Miner,” set forth in one of your late Numbers, showed pro- 
found ignorance of the character and condition of the fire-damp which is 
evolved in the coal workings, as is ably shown by your correspondent, 
Mr. Williamson. The attention of your readers, however, having been 
directed to the subject by these writers, I my take the opportunity, with 
your indulgence, of stating that it is now above five years since I pre- 
sented to the Government commission appointed to investigate and report 
on the causes of one or both of the fatal explosions at Barnsley—not a 
suggestion, but a matured plan—of lighting coal mines by coal-gas, in a 
mode that would theoretically render future explosions impossible. In 
this plan I had provided for every contingency likely to occur, and among 
others not only for falls from the roof, but for risings in the floor, where 
my gas and air-pipes were to be laid, and for this I suggested flexible 
joints; and these, I believe, have since beer adopted for other purposes, 

My plan was declined by the highly scientific commissioners, on the 
ground that they meant only to recommend a more efficient inspection of 
the mines. I again pressed it on the attention of Lord Wharncliffe, chair- 
man of the Lord’s Committee on coal mine accidents, who most politely 
declined it, on the ground of the unfitness of a committee of the Lords to 
investigate a scientific plan, and which had not been put into practice, I

When there is anything to communicate it is not kept back. The change which a 
week effects in a mine is often not such as will farnish material fora report.

THE CWMHEISIAN, AND OTHER MASKED GOLD DEPOSITS. 


Srr,—My letters to your Journal of 1850, on metallic metamorphoses, and corrobo- 
rations latterly on specimens of auriferous matrices from Australia, show dis. 
tinctly (what the achymists stumbled over) that there are states and conditions of 
metallic bodies, including gold, in which the metal! is so masked as not to be obedient 
to the cail of a uon. Ihave now as of clay that contains no gold, 
neither by trituration with Hg. nor by action of Cl., until (singular to say) after a 
particular but very simple process, when gold largely exists in its substance. 

Does Mr. Calvert know what preparation of gold the decorators of porcelain use to 
gild their ware! I think not, else he would not have dared to assert that the pre- 
sence of sulphur with gold, under the influence of high temperature, causes the vola- 
tilization 2 the gold. The vapours of volatile metals, such as mercury, cadmium, 
zine, telluriam, and especially arsenic, hold gold in solution, and drag it away with 
them ; but I deny most emphatically that sulphur can exalt gold either in the metal- 
lic or minerali state into the vaporiform state. 

Gold is at the top of jthe list of metallic bodies whose solutions are spontaneously 
decomposed into oxide, and thas reduced to the metallic form by heat alone. The 
gilding liquor of potters is a sulphide of gold and potassium. Now, potassium is one 
of the most volatile of the metais; and yet, in the high temperature of a porcelain 
furnace or kiln, the gold remains fixed as goid on the ware, whilst the two volatile 
bodies walk away together. . 

That sulphides and chiorides of gold with potassium and sodium largely exist in 
terrestrial waters is attested by many facts, and one amongst the rest, that gold 
ceases to be found below that point in the terrestrial rind where the imbral water- 
shed ceases to be found,—in other words, there is no gold in the permanently dry 
structure of the earth. Mr. Low's observation, that where there is most gold there 
is most free sulphur, and yet, whilst calcination dissipates the latter it developes 
and unmasks the former, is curious ; and whilst it directly contradicts Mr. Calvert, it 
corroborates the experience of the porcelain painter. _ ’ 

I think that if the maker of the golden calf were to visit Cwmheisian Mines, much 
good might result to the adventurers, but certainly not much, so long as managed by 
an €x-gas superintendeat, and aided in his chemistry by a gentleman whose asser- 
tions attest his ignorance of metallurgy. For my part, I would prepare gold matrices, 
and then triturate them with mercury; and when the matrix is quarts or quartzose, 
ample experience shows me there is no necessity to reduce them to impalpable pow- 
der in all cases.— London-road, Southwark.

I have, therefore, great pleasure in re- 
ferring to the judgment which has now been given by the Court of Exchequer, con- 
firming the verdict, and clearly vindicating the course which, under my advice, that 
gentleman adopted. But, independent of all personal considerations for Mr. Johnson, 
this judgment is of so much importanee to all adventurers in mines, and to merchants 
supplying same with materials, that I beg to supply you with a full report of it, and 
to request that you will publish the whole, or such portion of it as you think will 
sufficiently inform the public of this important decision, in your next Journal.

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Partnership contracts have been found, by long experience, to be con- 
venient to persons in trade, and beneficial to the community, enabling 
| commercial men to consolidate their credit, employ their capital, and ex- 
tend their operations. By the aid of united counsel and accumulated 
means, a spirit of vigorous enterprise is sensibly awakened, while bold- 
ness of conception and force of exertion are communicated to mercantile 
concerns, Partnership associations have grown with the growth and mul- 
tiplied with the extension of trade, and the laws by which thoy are regu- 
lated have been to some, but far too limited an extent, improved by the 
study and adoption of the usages which the genius of commerce, in its 
modern progressive advance, has introduced. Although by the relaxation 
of stern and antiquated rules, the laws of partnership have been in some 
respects rendered more rational and refined, they still form, at least in this 
country, the most imperfect and most generally re ched portion of our 
code of commercial jurisprudence. In the present state of that code, any 
individual who contributes funds for the carrying on of a business, or un- 
dertaking, on terms which entitle him to receive a profit or interest —— 
ing with its profits, is liable to the full extent of all he possesses for 
debts incurred in respect of such business, or undertaking. A reasonable 
doubt cannot exist that such a liability operates in these countries as a 
formidable impediment to the associative investment and employment of 
capital ; and as every European state has removed such an obstacle, the 
people of this realm have aright to enquire whether it is wise or just that 
it should be permitted to continue and become perpetual in Great Britain. 
The States of the American Union having inherited our laws, have adopted 
| them in every instance, save as to that which enforces unlimited liability 

in respect of partnerships. It is a marked reproach upon this branch of 
our jurisprudence, that while the United States evince their attachment 
to our institutions by adhering to our common law and our equity juris- 
prudence, they repudiate this branch alone of our laws, and adopt the 
commandite system, from the commercial code of France. We have re- 
lieved labour from coersive laws; we have introduced and rendered trade 
free; while with singular inconsistency we continue to restrict the free ex- 
ercise of capital.

20 ft. wider than that of the dome of St. Peter’s at Rome, and nearly 
40 ft. wider than that of St. Paul's in London; while the space occupied 
by this colossal vault considerably exceeds that on which stands the entire 
of York Minster. The building of St. Paul’s cathedral took 35 years from 
its commencement to its completion; the People’s Palace has been con- 
structed in twice as many weeks; the walls of St. Paul’s arc 14 ft. thick; 
those of the Crystal Palace less than 8in, This splendid strucure is hung in 
air, and sustained by pillars, whose extraordinary and «rial lightness is ren- 
dered the more attractive by the consummate art with which they have 
been painted, so as still more to lighten their effect. The arched roof is 
substituted for the former flat one, increasing the height by 44 ft. ; instead 
of a single transept there are now three, one at each end of the nave, of 
the same dimensions as that of the prior building, besides the central one 
of such majestic elevation. 

The building in Hyde-park rested on 1060 columns; the present, al- 
though so much more extensive, is sustained on 968, or 92 columns less. 
The second tier contains 898, and the third 340. ‘The entire covered space 
in length in the main building is 1608 ft., in the wings 1148 ft., in the 
railway colonade 720 feet, making an aggregute of 3476 feet. The total 
gro area is 598,396 ft., that of the gallery flooring 245,260 ft., making 
together 843,656 superficial feet, nearly double that of the former Exhibi- 
tion building. Although many of the iron columns are hollow, the total 
weight of iron employed was 9641 tons 17 cwts. 1 qr.; the superficial area 
of 25 acres; the panes, laid side by side, would extend 48, if laid 
end to end 242 miles, The quantity of bolts and rivets distributed over 
the entire structure weighed 175 tons 1 ewt. 1 qr.; the nails hammered 
into it added 103 tons 6 cwts. to that weight, and the brickwork base- 
ments consist of 15,391 cubic yards. The pipes for heating the building, 
taken at an average of 12 in, circumference, and laid in a straight line, 
would extend 50 miles; the water flowing to and from the boilers travels 
13 mile, and the two boilers erected for the purpose hold 11,000 gallons. 
An estimate may to some extent be thus formed of the gigantic dimen- 
sions of the interior building itself; the terraces which surround it are 
on a scale of paperanee magnitude. It is in the exterior we trace the 
ideal remains of a former world, reminding us of the pigmy creations 
which at present exist on the surface of our earth, Take, for instance, 
from amongst the models intended to represent the antediluvian animals 
that of the monster Iguanodon, and the reader will be surprised to learn 
that it is composed of four iron celumns, 9 ft. long by 7 in. diameter, 600

but having sold off the greater part, they debit themselves only for pur- 
chase of land, after deducting sums for resales, with 50,240/,; pure 
and removal of original building, 95,000/.; construction of the main pa- 
lace, 136,000/.; tunnel and heating apparatus, 24,5362. ; wings of the pa- 
lace and water towers, 34,090/.; hydraulic works, fountains, lakes, arte- 
sian wells, &c., 93,670/.; parks, terraces, and gardens, 98,214/.; new 
roads and approaches, 19,350/.; plants, garden work, and fountains in- 
side the buildings, 6450/.; illustrations of natural history, 11,176/. ; 
geology, &c., 15,176/.; courts of fine arts, Alhambra, Assyrian, Greek, 
Pompeian, Roman, Egyptian, Mediwval, Renaissance, Italian, and Byzan- 
tine, 52,500/.; sculpture, 32,000/.; sundry fittings, 7000/.; general ex- 
penses, 35,3141, ; fo Fo charges, 56,686/., amounting altogether, with 
some items not particularised, and additions daily in progress, to 926,962. 
A further sum of 250,000/, was then required to be raised, partly in rela- 
tion to proposed improvements in the building, partly for sculptured figures 
and temples for the cascades, and partly for an rgement of the plea- 
sure grounds, to the extent of 58 acres. 

At the time of requiring this additional capital, the following estimate 
of the income, calculated in a great measure upon the actual receipts of 
the Hyde Park building, was prepared; and it will be observed that it is, 
in many of its items, framed on moderate views, when contrasted with

In dealing with the present splendid enterprise, we must remember that 
the success of the Crystal Palace at Hyde Park, in a monetary view, far 
exceeded the most ardent anticipations. The sums realised by the pre- 
sent company for lands resold, while they attest the opinions entertained 
in the vicinity as to future prospects of the value of property, furnish 
strong evidence of the foresight, prudence, and economy of the previous 
management. The amount received for season and family tickets for the 
opening has now been announced: 20,170 were sold, realising upwards 
of 42,000/.; and when we remember that the above calculation com- 
prises twelve months to come, it may ibly be found very accurately 
to foreshadow the probable receipts. The rental actually secured from 
exhibitors, before a single article could be presented to public view, is 
understood to have been 27,000/. a year, leaving still ample 5: unlet 
to complete the estimate. Men in trade are naturally unwilling to lo- 
cate themselves on new ground, and to undertake fresh engagements, 
until they should have had an opportunity of forming their conclusions 
from actual observation. They have not had until now the means of 
estimating the advantages to be derived from dis laying their goods in so 
seductive a centre of attraction; and as the Syden am Palace enjoys at 
least one great superiority over its predecessor, even as a mart—the cer- 
tainty of being permanent—it can scarcely be deemed visionary in its 
Promoters to anticipate that it will prove equally prosperous. 


The half-yearly meeting of the Pentnsvtan anp Orrentat Sream- 
ackeT Company was held on Monday; when, from untoward circum- 
stances, over which the directors had no control, they were compelled to 
postpone the declaration of a dividend to the next annual general meet- 
ing. It will be seen from the directors’ report, which we give in extenso 
in another column, that during the six months, the period embraced in it, 
the whole of the fuel consumed was purchased at enormously high and 
enhanced prices; which, considering the number and tonnage of the fleet 
ofthe company, we can well imagine formed a most imposing item in the 
company’s expenditure. Most of the new ships have been kept from com- 
Pletion, and consequently from profitable oyment, by strikes of work- 
men ; the contract postal service has actually turned out a loss, and claims 
or indemnification are still under consideration. This is the first oeca- 
sion the directors have been under the unpleasant necessity of adopting 
such a course since the formation of the company; but such determination 
is undoubtedly a judicious one, indicative of sound policy, and will prove in 
future of far mote advantage to the interests of the company than would 
have been the drawing upon possible future profits, to supply a present 
lency, or omitting to set aside those reserves which give stability to, 
and confidence in, the still extensive resources of the company, or provid- 
ing for its security against accident, which must have been the case had 
the directors declared the usual dividend. ; 
On looking at the bright side of the question, it is satisfactory to find 
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that the receipts have been equal to every expectation, and have left a 
t, although the prosperous results of the traffic have been neutralised 
y the causes shownabove. It was, however, elicited from the directors 
that there is every reason to believe that, by the annual general meeting, 
a change for the better will have taken place, and that the financial po- 
sition of the company will be all that can be wished. The liberal manner 
in which Messrs. Wiicox and ANpERson have — their emoluments, 
will cause a considerable amount to be added to the funds, applicable to 
a dividend. The Pacna of Eoyrr has honourably repaid the third and 
last portion of the loan advanced to him by the company, and which ad- 
vance will be productive of the best understanding, and undoubtedly ad- 
vance the interests of the company. That the directors feel pentetly sa- 
tisfied with the present position and future prospects of the company, is 
evident fromthe fact that although they have obtained a charter autho- 
rising the increase of capital by 1,000,000/. sterling, they do not contem- 
plate any immediate issue of the new shares, nor do they expect to be 
under the necessity of calling for more than a small portion of it for some 
time to come, and which amount will be appropriated for providing screw 
vessels, and making other arrangements for economising the navigation 
on the company’s lines ‘of communication in the East. ith respect to 
the augmentation of remuneration for the Government postal service, 
when it is considered that the greatly increased expenditure and conse- 
quent loss was caused by the declaration of war by that Government, we 
can scarcely believe but that on a full and impartial consideration of the 
subject, a corresponding and just payment will be made, and from which 
the proprietors will prospectively, at least, derive the benefit. 








We noticed last week the establishment of a company called the Runr- 
ort Coat Mixinc Company, formed for the purpose of developing some 
concessions known as the coal basin of the Ruhr, and in extent contain- 
ing upwards of 3060 acres. This is another instance of English capital 
and energy being brought to bear upon ~ great undertaking, in what- 
ever part of the world it may be situate. Coal mining on the Thine pos- 
sesses many advantages at the present time, and which are daily inereas- 
ing. The number of steam-boats established on that favourite river, and 
the various railways which in Germany are now completed, or in the 
course of formation, must ensure an immense demand for coal ; and it is 
evident, if it can be obtained on the spot, they will not have recourse 
to other countries for a supply. As a proof of the enormous consumption 
by railways in this country, we may state that the London and North- 
Western consumes 200,000/. worth of coke annually. The concession 
to the Ruhrort Company is considered the best in the valley of the Ruhr, 
and its situation is peculiarly favourable: amongst other advantages, it 
is close to the town and harbour of Ruhrort, abutting upon and opening 
into the Rhine, the Cologne and Minden Railway, which communicates 
with all the German network of railways, with Hanover, Magdeburg, 
Berlin, Hamburg, Leipzic, and Dresden, runs within half a mile of the 
concessions; and in addition to the large quantity of coals these establish- 
ments must require, within the last few years a great increase taken 
place in the general industry of the country, particularly in factories for 
the fabrication of cast and wrought-iron. 

Another canse for increase in consumption of coal is, that in a short time 
there will be scarcely a town of any note upon the Continent which will 
not be illuminated by gas. It appears that in 1852 an accurate account 
was taken of the exportation of fuel by the Ruhr, when it was found in 
that year to be equal to 820,000 tons. ‘The Ruhrort Company propose 
establishing two colleries, at a depth of 100 fathoms each, estimated to 
supply 200,000 tons per annum, and with the most approved appliances, as 
adopted in England, at a cost of 64,000/. The property has already been 
carefully surveyed, and as the demand for coal in the locality greatly ex- 
ceeds the supply, there is every reason to believe the undertaking will be 
highly profitable to the adventurers, 





In our Journal of the 6th of May last, we directed public attention to 
the very important circular of the 29th of April preceding, issued by the 
Society of Arts, in which the special committeesappointed by the Council 
to investigate the accidents, injuries, and diseases which attend industrial 
employments, and to devise means for prevention or relief, solicited in- 
formation from various quarters. At the meeting of the society, held on 
Wednesday evening, the 7th of June, a paper was read, by 1. K. Cuam- 
ners, M.D., on the subject, which he termed Industrial Pathology, and 
defined to be the science of bodily sufferings connected with the carrying 
on of handicraft works. Ile explained the reasons which induced the 
council to entertain the subject, and the objects which they proposed to 
effect by the enquiries. The essay may be considered an official expo- 
sition of the views and designs of the council, and consequently of that 
distinguished society; and, while in his interesting elucidation he con- 
ceded that labour was the common lot of our species, he maintained that 
the labour which is natural to man is healthy and invigorating, and not 
that which entails misery and pain, He referred at some length to the 
various and distinctive maladies which peculiarly affected the operatives 
in certain trades, and then announced that as the raising of man in the 
scale of creation by advancing arts and manufactures was their vocation— 
a great and glorious one—a desire to attain that end influenced the society 
to devote its time and attention to the subject. While he admitted that 
Government might, if rightly directed, afford valuable aid in the truly 
great work of advancing the country, in the same way that they pro- 
moted by their countenance the National Exhibition of 1851, he declared 
that it was for the country, and not for those in power, to suggest remedies, 
Parliament did not profess to be an inventive body, the Society of Arts did ; 
and in that lay its peculiar aptitude for the task it had now undertaken, 

That Government interference often proves injurious was illustrated by 
Dr. CHAmpgrs in a remarkable instance, in which influences prevailed to 
counteract positive good, a consequence which we fear occurs too fre- 
quently. In the three years ending October 31, 1853, there were 11,716 
persons in this kingdom mutilated by machinery, of whom 106 were killed 
on the spot, the rest being maimed in their limbs. The number of ma- 


chinery mutilations was more than ten times the number of accidents in | 


factories from other causes, which amounted to 1028. This appalling 
catalogue alarmed the factory inspectors, who deemed it prudent to en- 
force more strictly the provisions of the Factory Act, 7 Vicroxta, which 
required a perfectly secure boxing or fencing of machinery. Having ob- 
served that of those 4000 annual acccidents of various degrees of severity, 
40 at least of the most severe were occasioned by horizontal shafts above 
7 ft. from the ground ; and having ascertained, from the opinions of emi- 
nent engineers, that there was no difficulty in what was required, the 
inspectors issued a circular, insisting on strict compliance with the en- 
actment, and that all machinery, whatever its height the floor, should 
be boxed, Instantly, deputations of Members of Parliament, magistrates, 
and parties interested in the profits of manufactories, besieged the Home 
Office, complaining of the impossibility, or in other words, of the outlay 
involved in a compliance with the law. The minister taking upon him- 
self the responsibility of rendering the law inoperative, countermanded 
the peremptory circular; although various shifts and palliatives were 
suggested, attempts have never since been made to alter the machinery 
employed, and the lives and limbs of thousands still remain exposed to 
the same perils. 

The Society of Arts now aim at encouraging the invention and adop- 
tion of less dangerous machinery, less perilous modes of manufacture, to 
make them public, to recommend their use by teaching their advantages, 
and to enable the Executive to act on their suggestions. When the pos- 
sibility of less injurious modes of attaining the same object can be shown, 
Parliament will have no excuse for hesitation in prohibiting all noxious 
modes of handicraft work. 

In order to effectuate their design, the society proposes a public exhibi- 
tion of contrivances and appliances for making all industrial employments 
less prodigal of human life : thussafer ladders for scaffolding, chairs for win- 
dow cleaning, improved buckets for descending into wells and mines, would 
save numerous valuable lives, Improved hand-tools for the protection 
of limbs, more perfect guards for the organs of sense, may tend to secure 
many artizans from evils which they now endure. Another important 

th of discovery is the invention of substitutes for substances found to 
be chemically noxious, such as lead, quicksilver, phosphorus, arsenic, or 
strong mineral acids, together with modes of range | them harmless 4 
fixing the putrid fumes of decaying animal matter. The Exhibition wi 
afford to the enterprising inventor what to him will be more valuable 
than premiums and models, the opening of a market for his goods—in 
fact, a cheap and strictly honourable mode of advertisement; and it will 
have the still higher advantage of connecting science with education. 


Adult workmen difficulties in adopting new machinery; they can 
only teach their apprentices what they have themselves learned, but if 
into industrial were introduced improved modes of working, more 





conducive to the health of the artizan, a publicity would thus be afforded 
which would secure a reception proportioned to their efficiency. 

We learned with pleasure that numerous replies had been already ree 
ceived to the circular from persons willing to make the society the mouth- 
piece of their benevolent and patriotic communications. The council de- 
clared nee Dr. Campers, that the body of information as yet lying 
dormant only to be made public in an energetic and judicious mode, 
and to be then acted upon, to raise the condition of our working classes, and 
through them of our country, higher than had ever been deemed possible. 
The acme J paper was followed by one on the “‘ Pathology of Mines,” 
by Hernert Macxwortn, M.I.C.E., Government Inspector of Mines, 
whose valuable contributions we have so often and so highly noticed in 
our columns. This communication contains such a mass of interesting 
and useful information, that we owe no apology to our readers for pre- 
senting it to them in full. We have, therefore, given it in another co- 
lumo, and it must tend to raise the high character of Mr. Mackwortu 
still higher in the estimation of the country. We have reason to believe 
that Mr, Mackworts is assidiously availing himself of his public posi- 
tion, and zealously devoting his attention to the improvement and render- 
ing effective the provisions of the Act 13 and 14 Vic., for the Inspection 
of Mines, We shall probably have occasion to refer to proposals intended 
to be submitted to the Government, and subsequently to the Legislature, 
the object of which is to render the law self-acting, without increasing 
the burdens of the country. We trust that the same mischievous in- 
fluences which we have deprecated in the instance of the factories, will 
not be permitted to prevail, and to defeat the best devised and considered 
measures for the improvement and protection of our colliery population, 





In the Mining Journal of the 3d inst., we made some comments on the 
results of the meeting of the proprietors of the NationaL Brazitian Min- 
tno Association, held on the 25th of May, and it may not be here out of 
place, but interesting to our readers, particularly to those more imme- 
diately concerned, to describe the progress and position of the association, 
and the Fy momen now in its possession, This is more especially desir- 
able at the present moment, as the high value of the possessions of the as- 
sociation are now being better appreciated than hitherto, and as theré ap- 
pears every probability of affairs being amicably arranged, and a suffi- 
cient capital advanced to place the adventure in a full and efficient state 
of development. In 1848 an unfortunate division took place in the di- 
rection, in consequence of one of their body arrogating to himself powers 
to which he was not entitled, and endeavoured to control the mining ope- 
rations, with the nature of which he was wholly unacquainted, while he 
was entirely incapable of conducting such supervision advantageously, 
On this occasion Messrs, OxenFoRD and Hamitton, the remaining direc- 
tors, circulating an address among the shareholders, detailing the pro- 
gress of the works since 1834, and their position, which document, with 
a full report of a meeting held on the occasion, with some general re- 
marks, will be found in our columns of the 24th of June, 1848. By the 
seventh clause of the contract for the purchase of the Cocaes property, it 
was stipulated that at the expiration of 50 years the mine shall revert to 
the Brazilian proprietors ; and in like manner, if at any time it should be 
abandoned by the English adventurers, it should also revert with all the 
machinery thereon, without their being obliged to pay anything for the 
same, Hence itwas that Messrs. Oxenrorp and Hamitton left no means 
untried to preserve a property which they felt convinced contained with- 
in itself the elements of greatriches, and continued the works on their own 
responsibility, with the constant hope of relief, but unfortunately without 
succeeding in enlisting the co-operation of their brother adventurers until 
the present moment. There is now, however, reasonable ground for hope 
that a move has been made in the right direction, and that this fine pro- 
perty will not only be saved from destruction, but in its future develop- 
ment form a valuable source of wealth, and make amends for so many 
years of ruinous delay and painful suspense.

A publication, under the title of “ Information regarding the Colony of 
Van Diemen’s Land, intended for the use of those who may desire to im- 
prove their condition by emigrating from Great Britain and Ireland,” 
printed by the Government printer at Hobart Town, by order of his Ex- 
cellency Sir Witt1am Denison, Lieutenant-Governor of the Colony, has 
appeared in the shape of a reprint in London. It is highly useful, as af- 
fording authentic information, which may be relied on, with regard to the 
condition and climate of the island, and as showing without exaggeration 
the great advantages which that colony presents to emigrants of both 
sexes. The climate is, by official authority, represented as most favour- 
able for European constitutions, the geographical situation of the country 
removing it from the extremes of heat A 5 cold. The summers, we are 
assured, are warm, but not unpleasantly so; while the winters are never 
so cold, even in the most elevated table land, as to impede the operations of 
the agriculturist, and, accordingly, the returns of 1852 show 123,982 acres 
under the plough. The wheat, of which 60 bushels have been taken from 
a single acre of its richest soil, is represented as of the finest quality, and 
similar assurances are given es to every other description of produce. The 
sudden increase of population in the adjacent colonial dependency of Vic- 
toria had raised the price of grain and other articles, and had, of co 
created a demand for them; and as a number of the labouring classes 
left the district in search of gold, then it would seem a far more attrac- 
tive pursuit than at present, the amount of available agricultural labour 
had become greatly and injuriously diminished. The other classes of so- 
ciety who are the employers of labour have, on the contrary, increased 
with the population of the chief towns, amongst other causes, from their 
having been selected as the resort of persons who had obtained gold in 
Australia, or acquired wealth by the rise of pro in Victoria, and who 
had retired to enjoy the climate and quiet of Van Diemen’s Land.

Juxz 15.—The holidays terminated on Saturday last, and the works 
throughout the district have resumed their accustomed activity. Of the 
Iron Trade the most favourable reports have been received since my last, 
Orders are on the increase ; prices steady, with rather an upward tendency, 
In consequence of a desire recently manifvsted in some quarters to advance, 
prices, considerable interest is felt relative to the forthcoming preliminary 
meeting. It is said that the contemplated rise is to be kept in abeyance 
until then, when it will be formally declared ; such may be the result of 
the approaching meeting, but I do not believe bars, &c., will go up 20s, 
or 103. per ton, It isdoubtful whether any good reason can be amigned 
for the proposed advance, whilst many might be given why it should not 
take place. A short time, however, and speculation will be at an end. In 
the interim, I should not buy in anticipation of an advance. The makers 
of pig-iron are still commanding good prices, and there has not been any 
extra importation of ironstone to operate against the recent advance of 
price which hes taken place in this article. 

The general Metal Market remains stationary, with rather an increased 
demand during the past week for copper. At the large brass-works of 
Messrs. Wintield’s, hands are fully employed, and the chandelier. 
makers are unusually busy sims bear cen orders, which have come in 
rather earlier than usual. Most of the other extensive works are equally 
well employed.
